lu compliance with section 7,637,
Revised Statutes, the treasurer on the
22d day of January, 1881, had a circu
lar letter printed aud sent to all of
the principal batiks or baukiug in
stitutions of the si ale and printed in
many of the newspapers of tbe state,
soliciting uiub ior teeming tue yuoito
iuuub 101 nits mi ni eijcumeu iu suuu
oius anu uuui a new cou tract snail
bo made. On tbe 8th day of Febru -
ary, isei, tue bias were opened as
directed by law, in tbe presence of the
goveruor aud altoruey-genera- l ; and
it being seeu that the Bank of Com
merce or St. JUouU proposed payiug,
monthly, the highest iuterest. or
bonus ou the average daily balances,
that bauk waa selected as the state
depository aud gave tbe security re-

quired by section 7,639 of the Re
vised Statutes. The bauk has faith
fully fulfilled its part ot tbe coutract
lrom that date to tbe present time,
aud lias furnished the stale every de-
sired facility in the transaction of its
hnaucial business. By tbe close of
this year the bauk will have paid the
ttate something over $31,000 as iuter
est upon the deposits, which has
been credited one-hal- f to the iuterest
and one-ba- ll to the revenue fund, tin
the 4th day of December, 1882, the
treasurer, uuder seoilou 7,637 ot the
Revised Statute?, mailed a second
circular letter to each of the banks or
banking institutions of the slate,
soliciting bids for keeping the public
luuds, which bids would be received
until the 15th day of December, 1882.
As no bids were offered ou that day
from any source, the contract thereto-
fore eutered iuto with tbe Bauk ot
Commerce of St. Louis was coutiirued
at the same rate and upon tbe same
terms. This bank has paid from, the
beginuiug of the coulract double tbe
interest heretofore received by tbe
state. It is one of tho most solvent
and responsible bauks iu the state.
Since the present law went into effect
the money of the slate is so absolute-
ly secured in the depository by Uuited
States aud Missouri state bouds,
pledgod as security, in excess of tbe
deposits, that if the depository should
meet with reverses, tbe state's money
could be obtained within fifteen days.
The National Bank of Commerce, of
New Ycrk, is the trustee iu charge of
he hypothecated bonds.

The contract made with Mr. Heard
provided for a commission ot five per

per cent, on the other classes
of claims, whioh are much more un-
certain ot collection. Tbe commission
agreed upon in the oontraot was paid
on the collection made. Tbe fund com-
missioners have been criticised npon
tho amount ol compensation al owed
Mr, Heard iu the contract; but it will
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appear to any man possessing a lairxon--

ceptiou of the nature and responsibili
ties of ths position that tbe allowance

Veartening ; bnt with his characteristic
deteimlnatlon and with tireless energy
he pursued every possible avenue of
information to the end, and, as
a proper reward lor his diligence and
intelliirent efforts, the state received
the sum above named, in nun tne
state has a worthy representative and
her interests will not suttor.

HANNIBAL AND ST. JOSEPH BAIL- -

ROAD CONTROVERSY.

This adminisl ration was maugurat
nP ,h8 10tn rty r January, 1881.

and soon thereafter the fund com
missioners, consisting of the governor,
auditor and' attorney-genera- l were
notified bv Win. Dowd. president of
tbe Hannibal and St. Joseph railroad,
that, . under the act of 1865. the
company proposed paying into the
state treasury the sum of $3,000,000
and the accrued interest to tbe date
of the payment. In 'discharge of the
state's statutory lien ou the road and
equipments. Goo. W. Easley, Eiq.,
represented the road. Several inter
views were had between Mr. .basley
and the fuud commissioners, prior to
tbe payment of tbe money : but as tbe
details or tbe preliminary or inter
mediate controversy are of no special
value to tbe general assembly, I pass
them by, : aud present the material
facts. In June, 1881, tbe Hannibal
and St. Joseph railroad company ton
dared to tbe fund commissioners the
sum of $3,090,000, in payment of what
tbe company claimed to owe tho state
for bouds issued by the state, under
the acts of 1851 aud 1855. The fuud
commissioners refused to receive that
sum as a payment iu full, but express

1 ed a williugness to receive aud receipt
for tbe same, in part paymeutor the
amonut due uuder tbe act of 1865.
This course was fiually adopted, aud,
on the 20th day of Juue, the company
paid to the state treasurer 3 usfu.uuu,
of which $90,000 was to be used to
pay tbe interest maturing in ten days
thereafter; auti tne remaining $3,utiu,
000 to pass into the state treasury, to
tbe credit or the company, uii tne
payment of the money, the treasurer

This application was also deuied; and

Thereupon the
company filed its bill iu equity, in tho
United States circuit court at Jeffer-
son City, alleging that tbe payment
made was a lull discharge of tbe com-
pany, and again asking that the gov-
ernor be ordered aud required, by a
decree of the court, - to assign the
slate's lien ou the road and appurte-uauc- e

to the trustees, aud to enjoin
the sale of the road. This court,
after a thorough and exhaustive
examination of the subject, held
that the payment made was not
a discharge of the obligations of tbe
company, uuder tbe provisions of tbe
several acts, uuder which tbe loan of
credit was made, and, consequently,
reluaed tbe injunction. Tbe company,
with unflagging zeal to wroug the
state, thereupon ameuded its bill,
praying tbe same relief as originally
asked, and, iu case that should be
deuied, askiug the alternative relief of
a repaymeut of tbe $3 000,000. Uu the
final hearing of this bl I at Kuokuk,
lo., by Judge McCrary, au interlocu-
tory decretal order was made, pre-
scribing leal rules, by which thu
amount due by the compauy to the
state may be ascertained, aud refer
ring tbe whole matter to a mteter in
ciiancory-H- on. John K. Cravens, of
Kansas City with directions to take
au acoouut thereof aud rcporl tbe
result arrived at to tbe court at an
early day. In accordance with the
agreement of counsel 011 both sides,
sanctioned by tbe master, testimoiiy
has beeu taken aud arguments made
before the master by tho respective
attorneys, and I am informed that the
report will probably be made at the
adjourned term of the court, to be
held iu JefiVr'Ou City 011 the-fir-

Monday in March next. So far, the
courts, state aud federal, have uni-
formly held that the compauy bas not
yet discharged its obligations to the
state, aud tbe federal courts at each
hearing have required the company to
pay the matured interest ou tbe
bond.' In so doing those courts have
sustained the position held by the
fund commissioners from the begin-
ning of the controversy, they

the amouut paid 011 tbe
20th day of June, 1881, was uot "a
sum of money equal in amount to all
indebtedness due or owing by said
compauy to the state, aud all liabili-
ties incurred by the state, by re ion
of having issued her bonds and lomied
the same to said company as a lean of

credit to the stale." What that amount
is,now forms the question at issue be-

tween the state and the company, and in
must be determined by the federal
courts.

This controversy shows the wisdom
of that constitutional provision in-

hibiting the state from "contracting
auy debt or liability on behall of .the
state, or to issue botids or other evi-
dences of indebtedness thereof, ex
cept in renewal of existiug bonds. anil
to create a debt not exceeding $zau,- -

000, to meet an unforeseen emergency
or casual deficiency." as the liberality
ot the state has been so otteu abused
by the recipients or its grace. It is a
matter of regret that this company,
after having so long aud so faithfully
met its maturing mterest on tbe
bond, should have sought an oppor
tunity under the act of 1865 cuuulug- -

ly drawn, as it wes supposed, in the
iuterest of the road aud the advice
and direction of hired counsel, to vio
lata the most sacred obligation that
mi ciint between a creditor aud
debtor. The state, from the begi:i-nin-

discountenanced the construc-
tion placed upon that act by the com
pauy, and simply tienmuiieu a mini
tnent of the obligation nominated 111

the bond, and at no time has it acted
otherwise than iustlv and leniently
with the road.even when reverses and
embarrassments (.urrounded it and al
most wrecked ita finaucial existence.
No road lias asked and received m ire
kindness from tbu slate than the Han
nibal aud St. Joseph. The more it bas
been accommodated the more it has
demanded. It receive I from the stale.
under the act of 1851, $1,500,000
special bonds as a loan 01 the public
credit, redeemable at the pleasure of
tha legislature auy time after the ex-- pi

ratiou of twenty years from tbe
date of issue; aud. again, under the
act of 1855, it received tbe same num-

ber of bonds, of the same character,
redeemable iu thirty years, and, iu
1874, upon the urgent application of
the road to the legislature, tne
500,000 bonds, issued uuder tbe act of
1851, were renewed for a furibor term
of twenty years. Thus, In fact, re
ceiving from the stale $3,000,000 iu
special loan bonds, redeemable in
thirty and forty years a favor not
solicited by or exteuded to any
other company. In consideration
of this fact, and upou principles
of honor, tbe road should be
slow indeed iu attempting to evade
its honorable aud legal obligation to
the power which evoked it iuto exis
tence. II tne couipauy persists in tuis
attempt, it is the duty of the state to
resist it to the extreme limit of the
law. Tbe protection ef ths rights of
its ciiizaus aud the preservation 01 its
high credit, will permit no other
course. The state ouly asks for au
equitable adiustmout ol the differ
ence; one that will not embarrass the
road, yet will ''save the state barm-less- "

from future liabilities. In all
the legal proceedings referred to the
state in addition to the very
able and faithful services of tbe
attoruey-gouera- l, bas had the services
of Messrs. Glover & Shepley, aud
Henderson & Shields of St. Louis, two
distinguished law firms, in whose
bauds, I confidently believe, the in
terests of tbe stale will be secure,
The labor involved in the defense of
tbe cases has beeu great andexactiug.
Much testimony has beeu taken in
New York and Missouri, and the ex
peuses incident thereto have fully
cousumeS the email appropriation
made for that purpose. 1 respectful
ly submit to you the necessity for au
appropriation lo pay tbe ue
eessary expenses of the litigation and
provide a fair compensation for the
counsel engaged. It is more than pos
Bible that tbe case may fiually reach
the supreme court of the Umtei

which, of course, will mater
ially increase tbe labor and expeuso
of couusel. The distinguished coun
sel engaged fully understand that
they have no other reliance for re
muueraiiou thau your owu sense o
justice and liberality iu tbe premises
They and 1 feel coufident that the gen
eral assembly will do full justice to
agents who have been zealous in de
feuse of the rights of the state.

Since the close of the war Missouri

bas boen inlested by bands of tmin and
bank robbers, whose lawless deeds no
only rendered railroad travel anil bank
ing daugerous in certain localii tea ol
tho state, but also gave the state an
unenviable reputation at home am
abroad.

My predoscessors assiduously endeav
ored. by the use ot every me-tri- am
power within their control, to
phsh tbe destruction ot these binds, bu
their efforts proved abortive, O i ihe
15lh day of July, 1881, certain purties
under tbu leadership of Jesse W
James, stopped and robbed a train upon
tbe line ol the Chicago, Kock Islam:
and Pacific railroad, at a point ncu
Winston, 111 Daviess county; and, in
the perpetration ol the robbery, killei
William Westfall, the conductor of tbe
train, and John McCulloch, au employe
oi the company. Uu tbe 28th day Ol
July.

On the 7th day ot September, 1881,
within six weeks alter this proclamation
had teen issued, as il in grim deUauoo
of the power of the law and tho vigi
lance ot law onicers, a train was stopp
ed and robbed 011 tbe line of the Chica
go and Alton railroad, near Blue Cut,
in Jackson county. Tbe band commit
ting this robbery was under the leader
ship of Jesse W. James; aud his asso-
ciates, it Is said, were Frank James,
Dick Liddil, Wood Hite, Clarence Hite
and Charles and Kobert bord.

W. James was killed in the city of St.
Joseoh bv Charles and Robert Ford
his followers and associates in crime,
The Fords immediately surrendered
themselves to the legal anthorities ol
Buabanan county and were placed In
iail.

An indictment charging tnem witn
murder in tbe first degree was prefer
red agaiust tbem by a grand-jur- y, to
which at the April term, 182, tney
both pleaded guilty in the Buchanan
county circuit court, and were pardoned
by me on the same day, upon grounds
of public policy.

Frank James-voluntaril- surrender-
ed himself to me. In my oflice, iu Jeffer-
son City, on the 5th day ol October,
1882. I immediately delivered him to
the law officers ot Jackson connty.
where he is now incarcerated in jail,
awaiting trial on one or more indict-
ments.

On the 4th day of December, 1881,
Wood Hite was killed by some one ot
his confederates in crime, at the resi
dence of Mr. Bolton, near Richmond,
Ray conniy, Mo. Her bouse had been
the headquarters and hiding place ol
the outlaws, in that part of the state,
for many months.

On tbe 13th day ot May, 1882, Rob-
ert Ford was indicted iu Kay county for
the murder ot Wood Hite. The case
was removed, by change of'venoe, to
Clinton county, where, on the 26th day
of October, 1882 he was tried and
acquitted, lie. is now under reoogti-zanc- e

on the charge of robbery, as is
also his brother, Charles Fold.

On the 7lh day of October, 1882, I
revoked the proclamation ol July 28,
1881, for the reason that the principal
actors in, aud perpetrators ol, the
crimes are either dead or are in the cus-
tody ot the laws of tbe slate.

Thus was completed tbe overthrow
auddestruction of tbe most noted and
daring band ot outlaws known to ancient
or modern history. This grand result,
fraught wilh so much interest and im
poitauce to the people ot Missouri was
accomplished by tho activity and re-

lentless energy of tbe officers and citi
zens of this state, aud particularly of
localities in which the outlaws bad so
long found symyatby and concealment.
The policy adopted for tbe extirpation
of these bands received the
ot the criminal court of Jackson county
and its officers; and thus there was but
little diibcuity 111 securing a pronounced
enforcement of the laws, and awakening
In the minds of the people ot that conn,
ty a sotticd determination to remove
the st.tiii placed upon the county by
the depredations of these bauds, and to
summarily end at once, aud forever, tbe
crimes and career ot the organization.
In this connection I desire to publicly
recognize tbe intelligent and efficient
assistance ol Capt. Henry U. Craig of
Kansas City and Sheriff James R.
Timberlake of Clay county. The aid
rendered by these gentlemen was inval
uable to me, and without it the duty de
volving upon me would have been much
more ditncult. it nol altogether impossi
ble, to accomplish. The task they as
sumed required fearless courage, extra
ordinary vigilance and an unerring se-

lection of instrumentalities. They ac
complished in fourteen months what
others for twenty years bad wholly
tailed to do; and to these gentlemen,
more than to all others, is due the credit
of bringing these outlaws to justice. It
also gives me pleasures lo recognize the
the valuable service ol John (Jason,
Sheriff of Saline county, who was
always ready to undergo any labor, dan
ger or exposure iu pursuit ot tbu out
laws. In htm Capts. Craig and Timber- -
lake had an tntclligentand faithful coad-
jutor. These brave officers discharged
every duty fearlessly and well, to which
1 unhesitatingly brar oniuntl testimony

1 paid in rewards to various
persons tor the captnre and overthrow
of this band ol desperadoes, not one
dollar of which was taken lrom the state
treasury. It is not probable that Mis
soun will again be cursed and disgraced
by the pre-en- ot such a baud of men
confederated together tor desperate pur-
poses. It is till ly redeemed and acquitnd
ol that unwarranted appellation ol ''rob
ber state." But an insignificant num-
ber of people 111 two or three counties
gave countenance to such lawlessness
Our people, with one accord, heartily
approve of the measures and means em
ployed to compel these violators of the
law to conless its power and majesty.
and applaud the stern, unbending de
termination 01 the otiicers who contrib-
uted so much to the fulfilment ol that
purpose.

t the most peacelul states in tbe Union.

Fewer crimes are committed within ber
borders than iu those ot surrounding
states.

Since my inauguration, throe lawless
bands were formed aud operated in dif-
ferent portions of the state. The "Mey-
ers gang," composed six men, was or-
ganized in New Madrid county for the
purposes ot robbery and murder. With-
in a few weeks after its formation two
ol its members were shot to death while

arrest, two were captured,
tried uuder tbe law and executed, and
the other two were sent to the peniten-
tiary lor their crimes.

A baud known as the "Mason
aang" was organized in Adair countv,
for tbe purpose ot robbi.ig banks aud
committing other crimes. It consist- -
ed of four men, uuder tho leadership
ot Frank Masop. Iu tha moutii ofj

Juuc, 1882, they robbed a bank at
Brookfield, Mo. Within one week
from the dale of the robbery theso

ng this history of the dowufall of tho
awlass bands I will state that ou Ihe

day of Jnne, 1881, I issued a re
quisition upon the governor 01 tne
state ol Tennessee for one William
Ryan, who whs indicied lor complici-
ty iu the Gleudale train robbery.
which occurred 011 the unicsgo ami
Alton railroad, in Jackson eouniv.im
the 8th day of October, 1879. Upn
that, requisition be was returned lo
Jackson couuty, where, 011 the 15Ui
day of October, 1881, he was tried.
convicted and sentenced to a term ot
twenty-fiv- e venrs1 imprisonment iu
the penitentiary. Tbe expenses
($105 35) incurred in Ryan's extradi-
tion were, by me, repaid into ibit state
treasury 011 tho 20ib day of Decem
ber, 1881. out or the 515.000 reward l
bad tillered lor the arrest und convic-
tion of Ryan, thus placing in tho
treasury, from another source, money
that had been expended by tbu state
in the cuplure of one ot tbe outlaws.

Uuder tbe law, assessments upon all

If
the rate or increase iu value is as great
this year as last, 1 tbiuk the valuation
this year will exceed $700,000,000.
This will spring from iwo causes:
First, tbe natural increase lu Ihe value
of property and, second, tbe introduc-
tion of other property iuto the state.
The taxes are rapidly dimiuisbiiigMu
consequence ol increased valuations
and tbe rapid growth aud develop-
ment of tbe resources of the state.
Under the present constitution,' tbe
state . tax rate cannot exceed forty
cents 011 tbe uundred dollars valuation
one-ha- lf of which is set apart for the
payment of the iuterest on tbe stato
debt and the reduction of that debt,
which reductiou, uuder tbe coutitu-tio- u,

cannot be lesa than $250,000 per"
annum. Twenty-fiv- e per cent, of Oia
remaining half of the taxes Is sacredly
set aside lor tbe support of the public
schools of the state. This leaves only
fifteen cents on the huudred dollar
for the support of the state govern-
ment, the pay of the legislature, cost
In criminal cases and the niaiuteiiauco
of the various eleemosynary institu-
tions of the state. No state manage
its affairs more economically. This'
accounts for it properous couditiou.
During the present administration the
public debt of the state ha beeu re-

duced a follows: '

This sum show the amount of
bonds taken up aud retired since Jan-
uary 10,1881, with thesnrplus revenue,
proper, of the state, and does not in-
clude the renewal revenue

reductiou ot $962,000 of the liabilities
of the state. If other bouds could
have beeu called during this year, or
purchased at a reasonable premium,
there is uow sufficient surplus revenue
on baud to retire $300,000 more of the
state's indebtedness.

able, to see the witdoiu or justice of
that part of the decree receully made
by Judge McCrary, at Keokuk, lo.,
111 the llauuibal aud St. Joseph rail-
road case, requiring the state to use
the whole or a part oi tbe $3,000,030
involuntary received by the state itt
the redemption' or purchase of its
biMids, or account lor the interest ou
the money, when tho facts show that
the surplus revenues or the state are
sufficient to retire its bouded indebt-
edness at maturity, without touching
auy pari or the $3,000.000 which
forces tho atate to go into ihe markets
aud purchtso its bouds at a large pre-
mium in order to use its surplus
moneys. The slate bas no option
bonds afloat. At no previous period
bas the state's indebtedness be.eil so
rapidly diminished or tbe state growu
so rapidly in those elements which
give, 1 state character at home aud
abroad, as within the last two years.

Tbe credit for this belongs to tbe
people and their officials, here and
throughout the state, wlio have per-
formed their duties so honestly and
efficiently. Tho effect is observed aud
appreciated abroad. I call youratten-tio- u

lo the followsng extract lrom a
letter received by me from a reput-
able banking firm of New York City.

"I tako thu liberty of enclosing quo-
tations at the New York Stock ex-
change of this diy of tbe various secur-
ities deat in there, and beg leave to
call your attention to the quotations
of Missouri state bonds. You will notico
that the figures given for Missouri state
bouds are'bids'ooly, there being but very
lew of these bonds for sale; and when
any are offered they bring very mnoli
better prices than those stated in tho
list. I was in negotiation with a sav-
ings bank here and offered to
take their bond on a basis of 3 3 4 per
cent. Investment, and yet our bid was
rejected. Tnis tact should be gratify-
ing to those taking an interest iu tho
financial affairs of the state ol Missouri.
By referring to tho quotations you will
perceive that the bonds ot the state of
Missouri not only compare favorably
with all other etate bond?, but in point
of tact will bring more than any stato
bond dealt in upou our stuck oxebange.
I take pleasure in stating to you that
your bonds will not ouly sell lor mora
than the bonds issued by the states ot
Connecticut, Michigan, New York.
Ohio and Rhode Island ; but that they
will bring fully as good prices as Mas-
sachusetts state bonds, which, at one
time ranked much higher than United
Stales bonds.

"I believe the financial condition ot
your state at present is such that you
